Connecticut Federal Effective 8/15/99 until 8/31/99
or until 85% of the CT scup
has been landed, the possession
limit for scup will increase
from 100 lbs to 200 lbs for
commercial hook, pound net,
and gillnet, and increase from
500 lbs to 1,000 lbs for bottom
trawl and fish pot fisheries. A
limit of 10 fish for the lobster
pot fishery will remain in place.

Effective 6/28/99 the
possession limit for scup in
the commercial fishery will be
zero pounds for holders of
federal scup permits.  Federal
scup permit holders are
prohibited from landing scup
at CT ports or from fishing in
CT waters.
